The Kentucky Democrats are Hopelessly 
confused in their currency quarrels. One 
faction declares that the speech made by 
the eminent deficit juggler and erstwhile 
guesser Carlisle at Covington was an as- 
tounding combination of logic and elo- 
quence. Members of this wing of the party 
seem to possess the reverential fervor of 
idol-worshipers. In spite of the fact that 
the present Secretary of the United States 
Treasury has made a humiliating spectacle

PRISON POINT CROSSING. 


Boston and Maine Will Abolish libya 
Big Viaduct Over the Highway. 

To facilitate the arrival and departure 
of passenger trains at the Union Station, 
and at the same time abolish the first and 
most dangerous grade crossing on the con- 
solidated system, the Boston and Maine 
Railroad have decided to separate the grade 
of their tracks and the public thoroughfare 
from Cambridge to Charlestown, at Prison 
Point. 

This is to be accomplished by means of 
an overhead viaduct and bridge for public 
travel elevated to.a height of about 20 feet 
above the present line of their tracks on 
Prison Point Street, from a point near the 


junction of Chapman, Austin and Washing- 
ton Streets, at the State Prison, to the end 
of Craigie’s Bridge, at the Main Street, in 


Bast Cambridge. 

Chief Engineer Bissell of the Boston and 
Maine Railroad is the authority for the 
statement that working plans have been 
completed and. his department ready to 
commence and complete the work in a rec~ 
ord breaking time as soon as_ the order to 


go ahead is given.

Receiver’s Hands, 
Obligations Due and 
Cannot Be Paid, 


Plan of Reorganization 
Already Announced. 


History of the Tremendous 
Manufacturing Concern.

The $34,000,000 concern, the United States 
Cordage Company, has been given into the 
hands of receivers, The reason is because 
the company is insolyent. 

On Saturday last the Chancery Court for 
New Jersey, upon a bill in equity brought 
by E. Rollins Morse of Boston against the 
company, appointed John I, Waterbury of 
Morristown, N. J., Receiver of the corpora- 
tion for that jurisdiction. The company is 
a child of New Jersey laws, and the 
receivership is being extended and consum- 
mated in the several States in the Union 
Where the company has any property. 

On Monday, in the United States Circuit 
Court, before Judge Colt, Counsel L. §. 
Dabney, in’ behalf of the plaintiff, Morse, 
and Counsel M. M. Weston for the corpora- 
tion, asked that Receivers be appointed for 
this jurisdiction ancillary to the Receiver- 
ship created in New Jersey. The counsel 


had agreed upon the names of the Re-- 


ceivers, who are Mr. Waterbury and Will- 
fam E. Strong of New York city, and, 
there being no objection made to such a 
step, the Court appointed them. 

The plaintiff is a stockholder in the 
company, and brought the suit in behalf 
of the stockholdets to preserve their rights, 
and to obviate any unnecessary or unrea- 
sonable wasting of the property. He al- 
leges that May 31 last a debt of $10,000 for 
hemp purchased by the company fell due, 
but is as yet unpaid. He also alleges that 
there are today Sublying liens upon the 
property to the amount of $1,250,000; that 
on July 1 next there will fall due six 
months’ interest on bonds, amounting to 
$7,500,000. He alleges that while the*cap- 
ital isjlarge, it is insufficient as @ working 
capital, and it would best subserve the

Suspension of Cordage Company 
Without Market Effect. 


Speculation ran to the specialties yester- 
day, though the general market was firm 
throughout. Those specialties included Gen- 
eral Electric, National Lead and United 
States Rubber, and in the local market Bay 
State Gas securities. Not a ripple was oc- 
casioned by the suspension of the United 
States Cordage Company. The Street has 
been familiar with the weak position of that 
corporation for some time. The root of its 
trouble appears to have been its unwieldy 
burden of raw matrials and manufactured 
goods, taken at high prices, and its lack of 
any adequate working capital. By the pro- 
posed plan of reorganization the latter de- 
fect is to be corrected, as the assessment 
which is to be levied upon’ shareholders will 
leave, after the pre-arranged payments are 
made, something like a million and quarter 
dollars-in the treasury. The reduction of 
the three classes of stock to a single one 
is a step toward simplicity that will com- 
mend itself. The doubtful point about the 
proposed rehabilitation is the willingness 


of present bondholders to submit to a 1 per 
cent. scale-down in the interest of their 
bonds and a relegation of them to the place 
of second mortgage ones. There are $7,500,000 
of these bonds, and they are described as 
“mortgage and collateral trust bonds,”’ cov- 
ering all the plants, real estate and ma- 
chinery of the company, subject to prior 
liens of about-two and one-quarter millions 
dollars. The question that presents itself 
to the holders of them is whether fore- 
closure sale would net them more than the 
market value of the proposed second mort- 
gage bonds. National banks in Boston and 
New York are considerable owners of these 
bonds, and the fact. that many of them 
had prepared to charge the bonds off as a 
loss anyway may lead to a readier ac- 
quiescence in ‘the plan than would be the 
case otherwise. ,

DRIFT OF THE MARKET. 

Sterling rates have been advanced an- 
other 4 cent per pound in Boston on the 
scarcity of bills and a larger demand. 
There is no change whatever in the general 
monetary situation. The London money 
market gives no evidence of hardening. The 
Statist of May 25 thus describes the situa- 
tion: “The bank and the market are so 
well furnished with liquid resources that 
rates in the discount market have rather 
tended downward than upward. The banks 
still maintain % per cent. as the minimum 
rate at which they will take three months’ 
bills from brokers, but it is again doubted 
Whether they will be able to maintain this 
attitude, They have been assisted to some 
extent this week by the exceptionally large 
demand from Throgmorton Street. “Never- 
theless they have had large available bal- 
ances, and sometimes they have been 
tempted to take short-dated bills at 11-16 
per cent. As regards the market quota- 
tion for discount, business has been trans- 
acted in fine paper at a decline of about 
1-16 for bills of all usances. Whilst brokers 
have not always been able to lend their 
balances at 14 per cent. for the day, and 
have had abundance of money offering at 
¥% per cent. into June, they have been com- 
pelled: to take three months’ bills at % 
per cent., or else see money accumulate on 
their hands. At the “carryover” on the 
Stock Exchange rates were about the same 
as a fortnight ago; they ranged from 1% to 
2 per cent. By far the more general charge 
was 14 to 14% per cent., the higher figure 
being that of the large London banks. In 
a few cases bankers reported having lent 
at 2 per cent., but, on the other hand, there 
Was quite as much business with strong 
money brokers who lend again in the house, 
at 1% per cent. Continental discount rates 
have moved irregularly, but they are all 
considerably higher than in London.”

Two influences act upon these promoters, 
one being the commission they will obtain 
on the loan, and the other the belief that 
those countries which take the most Chi- 
nese bonds and furnish the most funds will 
receive large orders from Japan for Buro- 
pean materials, such as supplies for the 
army and navy, and for Oriental enterprises 
jin -general that will require European 
Wares. That China has within her domin- 
ions no capitalistic class educated to buy 
public issues, as France had at the end of 
the Franco-Prussian war, goes without say- 
ing, and she must come to Europe, where 
loanable funds, owing to industrial stagna- 
tion, are plethoric. The loan is likely to be 
made payable in gold, but it is safe to Say 
that all of the sum received not necessary 
for the purchase of European supplies for 
Japanese account will be transmitted to the 
far East in the shape of silver. Just as 
there was a per capita increase in Germany 
of money after its war with France, and 
inflation, so there will be inflation and in- 
creased» monetary  cireulation in Japan. 
When European States and the United 
States are discussing so seriously the re- 
monetization of silver it is not likely that 
Japan will demonetize it, es ecially as most 
authorities, the British officials in Japan 
being most conspicuous, are repeatedly as- 
serting and demonstrating that since the 
closing of the Indian mints to free coinage 
the growth of Japanese industries has been 
marvelously accelerated, and that the fall 
in the price of silver has put a premium on 
the development of Japanese commerce and 
production. In order to get much silver to 
send to Japan these European money lend- 
ers will have to bid for the current produc- 
tion as it comes out of the ground, as no 
stock of silver bullion exists in any market. 

“We have a large visible supply of 
wheat, of iron, of coal, of copper, of barley 
and oats, but nowhere is there any visible 
supply; excep‘ of the most paltry and in- 
significant proportions, of silver bullion. 
The great nations ceased to use it as a full 
money meta) just as they ceased to use as 
flour all the wheat that was produced, but 
while wheat has piled up in the world’s 
granaries, silver has not accumulated in its 
crude form. It has gone into subsidiary 
silver pieces, into ornaments and objects of 
art and into Eastern circulation. It goes 
to London by every steamer, but it goes 
That portion of 
the world’s stock of silver which circulates 
or is held by banks in the shape of coin in 
the United States has a purchasing value 
under our coinage ratio of 16 to 1 of $129 
per ounce. That portion of the world’s 
silver held in the shape of coin 
by the populations of the Continent under 
the coinage ratio of 15% to 1 is worth over 
$131 per ounce. No Chinese or Japanese 
or any other demand would tempt the 
holders of this coined silver, with its legal 
tender value from $129 to $131 per coined 
ounce, to pert with it as bullion for the 
melting pot, at the present price, 6714, at 
85 cents, at $1, or at any price under its 
present legal tender value. Therefore, any 
large demand for the Japan indemnity 
could only be met out of current produc- 
tion, and this would mean a sharp rise, for 
this demand would be added to the pres- 
ent normal demand, which, as I have 
shown, bears such a close relation to cur- 
rent production as to leave no supply on 
the bullion market.”’

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ch is really an index to the condition of 
the manufacturing industry, showed a de- 
crease from 1893, notwithstanding the 
Strikes which prevailed, of only 11,009,000 
tons, or about 9 per cent., while that of 
anthracite coal actually increased by 4,- 
700,000 tons, or nearly 10 per cent.; so that 
the decrease in the total output of fuel 
was less than 6,221,000 tons, or 3% per cent., 
while the decline in value was 7 per cent. 
Thus, while our total production of copper 
showed an increase of 26,250,000 pounds, the 
estimated value at the place of production 
was lower by $1,640,000 in 1894 than in 1892. 
Again, the production of zinc decreased only 
2250 tons, or about 3 per cent, while the 
value reported was less by about $100,000, - 
000.or 16.6 per cent. The decrease in’ the 
production of pig iron was 386,000 tons, or 
5.5 per cent., while the decrease in value 
was $21,900,000 or nearly 24 per cent.; many 
similar instances might be taken from the 
table to show that the total reduction in 
value of the mineral production rep- 
resented very much less than that propor- 
tion—probably not over 5 or 6 per cent.—in 
actual quantities produced. 

“The silver production of the United 
States was maintained at a much higher 
level than had generally been expected, or 
than had been predicted by many persons 
who should be well acquainted with the in- 
dustry. In 1893 the production was 60,500,000 
ounces,.a decrease of 4,500,000 ounces from 
1892, when it reached its highest level. The 
low ease with which 1894 opened and the 
withdrawal of the artificial demand created 
by the Sherman law led Many persons to 
believe that the reduction would approxi- 
mate the amount of the Government pur- 
chases under that law, or 54,000,000 ounces, 
which would have been equivalent to prac- 
tically wiping out the industry. The actual 
decrease in 1894 was only 10,654,000 ounces, or 
about 18 per cent. The reduction still leaves 
the United States the greatest silver pro- 
ducer in the world, and the industry is, and 
doubtless will continue to be, a most im- 
portant one, , 

“Perhaps the most notable feature of the 
year is the increase in the output of gold. 
From time to time throughout 1894 the di- 
version of capital and labor from silver to 
gold mining has been noted. Not only have 
many new gold discoveries been recorded, 
but in many cases also old mines which had 
been abandoned because they would not pay 
with the wasteful and defective methods of 
early days, have been reopened with pros- 
pects of success under better and more 
careful methods. The full effect of this re- 
vival, however, will not be felt until 1895, 
and the increase in the gold output has 
somewhat disappointed the genera expec- 
tancy, although hardly .that of careful ob- 
servers. The total output of gold in the 
United States last year was $39,761,000, an 
increase of $3,806,000 over 1893, and of $6,764,- 


000 over 1892.

Bradford’s total exports to this country 
in March, 1894, under the MeKinley tariff 
were only £90,845. In March, 1895, under the 
Gorman-Wilson tariff, they reached the 
enormous aggregate of £491,587, an increase 
of more than 400 per cent. The total in- 
crease for the month was £400,741, and for 
the quarter, £1,127,745, or about 5,000,000 
American dollars. That represents the 
benefit which ‘‘tariff reform’? has con- 
ferred upon a single Consular district 
of Great Britain.

No writer of the present day equals Mr. 
Smalley in pen-portraiture. To the New 
York Tribune he sends a sketch of the 
late Sir Robert Peel, son of. the great Sir 
Robert. This may be among the last of 
Mr. Smalley’s work for the Tribune, as he 
has arrived in New York to begin his

“London, May 13.. 
“To have been the son of the great 
Sir Robert Peel, who was England’s Free 
Trade Prime Minister, and the brother of 
the Mr. Arthur Peel, now Viscount Peel, 
who was the greatest Speaker of the House 
of Commons, was enough to have. insured 
to the late Sir Robert Peel a degree of 
celebrity. His. brother’s fame, indeed, 
came late in his life and after, for good 
or for ill, his fate had been settled for him. 
But it-is here no light thing to have been 
a Peel. -The name is a great one. The 
PReelites are, as a sect, extinct, but Mr. 
Gladstone alone would have been enough 
to keep their memory alive and aflame. 
He has never ceased to speak of the leader 
of the Tories of those days in a tone 
which suggests St. Paul. He had a-real 
reverence for nim, so far as he ever had 
for anybody; of an academic kind, per- 
haps, but in its kind genuine. His attach- 
ment to the family remained, much as that 
of a clansman to the chief of his clan re- 
mains, long after the chief is dead, the 
clan scattered, their very huts on the hill- 
side in ashes. He showed it when he nomi- 
nated Mr. Arthur Peel for. Speaker; he 
has shown it a hundred times in debate. 


Bis Life a Failure. 


“The world has moved on, and Mr. Glad- 
stone has moved with it, though often, per- 
haps always, with a hesitating step. But 
the son of the great leader has neither 
moved on nor led anybody, nor, left any 
impress on his time, nor, alas, left a name 
which adds any lustre to that which was 
bequeathed him. f 

“The fate of such. men as the late Sir 
Robert Peel cannot but be regretted. He 
was 73 at his death. He had admirable 
abilities. He had a start in life worth to 
him, as it is commonly reckoned here, a 
quarter of a century. He inherited a great 
name and great fortune. He married a 
wife who all through his checkered career 
has been a true wife, a woman whom Lon- 
don, hot prone to rate people too high, ever 
thought loyal to him and Sympathetic to 
all his friends and acquaintances. With 
all this, his life was a failure, and, it must 
be said, a failure in every point. His abil- 
ities brought him no settled fame or posi- 
tion in public life. Beneath them was the 
unstable foundation of inconstancy, of ley- 
ity, of uncertain principles, and of convic- 
tions which took their hue from the cha- 
meleon. His father’s stainless name and 
high character served after a while only to

Only a Few £Luter, 


After all it was only a few who went into 
the Atlantic Mill compared with the 2400 
who live by the products of its revolving 
looms. Chairman of the General Strike 
Committee William. Welch told a Journal 
reporter that only 22 weavers went into the 
mill, He said the committee was in the 
possession of the names of all these people. 
Besides the weavers he did not know just 
how many other hands had gone to work. 
The number was proportionately small. He 
stated that the pickets had not been in- 
structed to “keep tally’? for the other de- 
‘partments of the mill. Most of the 22 weav- 
ers, he said, had entered the mill by the 
back entrance on the Johnson side of the 
boundary line. One solitary policeman of 
the town of Johnson was on duty there. 
He saw the people go in, but there was no 
difficulty, no disturbance of any sort was 
seen. When the gates of the Atlantic were 
finally closed there were 2500 people across 
the street. They waited a moment, then 
turned and walked away in an orderly man- 


ner. 
At the Mills. 


When the gates of the Riverside Mill 
were opened, Lieut. Dary of Station 6 took 
a few officers down there, in case there 
should be trouble. None was expected, and, 
| indeed, none happened, but the crowd there 
rapidly thinned out when 698 of the number 
went into the gates. Supt. Ward said after- 
wards to a Journal reporter that he was 
Well satisfied with the way the people were 
coming in. ‘‘We have enough to run the 
mill,” he said. ‘‘We had to turn some of 
those who came off, because they worked 
in departments of the mill which could not 
be run until the mill was running in full, 
We expect the people to come in now every 
day.

BOLD ROBBERY. 


Proprietor of a Drue Store Assaulted 
and Robbed in Broad Daylight— 
Three Men Arrested. 


George Maloney, aged 24 years, Morris 
Cotter, aged 27, and William Haley, aged 
22, all of Cambridge, are under: arrest in 
Boston, charged with robbery. Joseph Pet- 
luck, the proprietor of a drug store on 
Leverett Street, says that Sunday afternoon 
four men entered his store, and one of 
them asked for a drink of water. While 
Mr. Petluck was in the rear of the store 
getting it, he heard the cash register bell 
ring, and turning, saw one of the men 
take $10, while another was at the cigar 
counter.

He said in 
part: ! 
“Is it not remarkable that the only popu- 
lar ground of intercollegiate contest is 
found in physical attainment? Brain, not 
brawn, should be the motto. Does not the 
study of oratory deserve more attention 
than is now given it in New England col- 
leges? Ability to think and to express those 
thoughts while upon one’s feet is a rare 
attainment. 

“If more attention was given to this sub- 
ject, a marked improvement would appear 
in college debates, business meetings, po- 
litical gacherigs and religious assemblies. 
There are mighty issues between capital 
and labor, political slavery in great cities, 
social problems and the like. The idea has 
been advanced that oratory is a lost art, 
but this does not detract from its power. 

“Our college has recently taken initiatory 
steps in the foundation of an intercollegiate 
oratorical league. If such a league is to be 
made a success, colleges of New England 
must give greater prominence to the foren- 
sic departments.”

States v. Burr and Hardwicke, went into 
effect Aug. 28, 1894, the date it was promul- 
gated by the State Department as a law 
without the President’s signature, and not 
on the ist of August, the date named in the 
act itself for taking effect. 


SATISFACTORY DECISION. 
Washington, June 3.—Treasury officials 
are gratified by the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court that the new Tarif¢ 


law took effect August 28, 1894, the day of 
its promulgation, and not August 1, the 
date named in the body of the act. This 
simplifies matters much, as all the collec- 
tions have been made on the basis now sus- 
tained by the court’s decisions. Had the 
court held otherwise, protests of numer- 
ous importers, involving about $900,000 in 
amount, who claimed that the new law took 
effect Aug. 1, would have had to be acted 
upon and refunds made, These protests: will 
now be simply dismissed and the work of 
eg | Collection will proceed Smoothly.
